CIVIL DEFENSE ORGANIZATION 


Amateur Civil Emergency 
provides "A Phase of Ama- 
teur Operation for Civil Defense Communi- 
cation Purposes," a review of some of the 
pertinent points concerning this service as 
set forth in PCC Rules “might be ~help rua, 
On many occasions in the past, licensed am- 
ateurs have been asked by Civil Defense Di- 
rectors to participate in RACES activities. 
They have been hesitant, in some cases, be- 
cause of lack of understanding of the pro- 
gram. On many occasions amateurs have con- 
tacted Civil Defense organizations and vol- 
unteered to develop a RACES program. aaa 
this case Civil Defense Directors have been 
hesitant because of a lack of understand- 
ing of the program. As a result of Hack 
of understanding in both of the cases set 
forth above, a vast potential for develop- 
ing an emergency communication capability 
within a county has been bypassed. We hope 
that the following points will provide in- 
formation concerning this service that will 
be helpful to amateurs & to Civil Defense 
Ofpteralsi: 


1. DEFINITIONS 


Since the Radio 
Service (RACES) 


A. Civil Defense Communications 


Communications or signals essential 
to the conduct of civil defense ac-— 
tivaties of duly authorized jcival 
defense organizations including com- 

= munications directly concerning safety 
of life, preservation of property, 
maintenance of Law and order, alte= 
viation of human suffering, and need 
and dissemination of warnings of en- 
emy attack tothe civilian population 
in case of actual or impending armed 
attack, or in any disaster or other 
incident endangering the public wel- 
fare.
